Unions Get 
New Plea To 
Chase Reds 


Senators Also Call 
For Tougher Laws 
Against Subversives 


WASHINGTON I/PI — A Senate 


committee backed up a House 
committee today in coupling a plea 
to unions to toss out any Commu- 
nist leaders with a call for tougher 
laws against subversives in organ- 
ized labor. 


The Senate internal security sub- 


committee headed by Sen. McCar- 
ran (D-Nev) issued its report to 
the Senate on a four-day hearing 
at Salt Lake City last October into 
the leadership of the Internationa' 
Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Works. 


In a statement from its head- 


quarters, the union accused Mc- 
Carran ol "acting on behalf o: 
big mine operators in a campaign 
to behead and dismember this 
union." 


The union, now unaffiliated, was 


expelled by the CIO in 1950 on 
the ground that it followed the 
Communist party line. 


The subcommittee report exhort 


rd the 100,000-mernber union to 
"rid itself of its present leader 
ship" and called for a federal law 
to: 


1. Bar Communists from hold 


ing office in or being employed by 
any labor organization. 


2. Permit employers to fire work 


ers who belong to organizations 
designated by the attorney genera 
as subversive. 


McCarran introduced such a bil 


in the last Congress but it died 
in a judiciary subcommittee. 


The miners' union statement saic 


McCarran "aims to wreck this 
union by the same methods he is 
using in his wild attempt to wreck 
the United Nations." 


It challenged the 
committee's

adding: "We intend to re- 


quest that the Senate take appro- 
priate steps to learn whether these 
errors and omissions are inad- 
vertent or whether something more 
sinister was involved." 


The McCarran subcommittee re- 


port follows the final year-end re- 
port to Congress released Satur- 
day night by the House Committee 
on UnAmerican Activities. 


The House committee denounced 


Communism in some trade unions 
as "a national disgrace" and rec- 
ommended repeal of a Taft-Hartley 
law requirement that union officials 
must file non-Communist affidav- 
its.

Allied Infantrymen 
Hurl Back Heaviest 
Attack In 2 Weeks 


SEOUL W—Chinese Reds hurled 


their heaviest attack in two weeks 
against embattled Sniper Ridge 
last night but the massed fire of 
dug-in Allied infantrymen drove 
them back. 


The crack of rifle and" machine- 


gun fire echoed across the frozen 
Kumhwa Ridges on the Central 
Front for five hours in the frigid 
predawn darkness. 


The Reds first attacked with two 


platoons, then built up to company 
strength—almost 200 men. The Chi- 
nese lost an estimated 42 men in 
their abortive assault on a spur of 
Sniper Ridge known as Rocky 
Point. 


Only brief and isolated fights 


were reported elsewhere along the 
front. 


An officer on the Western Froni 


said the Chinese sharply increased 
their artillery fire on that sector 
late today. The Red g u n n e r s 
dumped GOO rounds into a compara- 
tively small area.

Filibuster Foes' 
Strategy May Tie Up 
Chamber At Start 


WASHINGTON W) — A strategy 


meeting called today by four sena- 
tors could result in tying the new 
Senate into knots within minutes 
after it convenes Saturday. 


Sen. Lehman (D-Alib-Ny) sched- 


uled the meeting in his office to 
discuss the feasibility of attacking 
the filibuster, the unlimited debate 
Southern Democrats employ in the 
Senate to talk to death civil rights 
bills they traditionally oppose. 


Meeting with Lehman will be 


S e n a t o r s Humphrey (D-Minn), 
Douglas (D-I11) and Ives (R-NY). 
All are avowed foes of present 
Senate rules which they contend 
permit a small minority to filibus- 
ter and kill civil rights bills they 
say a majority of senators would 
vote for. 


Humphrey conceded that chances 


to upset the existing rules are 
somewhat small. 


He said one possible means of 


attack to be discussed would em- 
brace a motion at the start of the 
Jan. 3 session to adopt a new set 
of Senate rules The Senate long 
has considered itself a continuing 
body and lets its rules stand from 
one session to another with only 
occasional changes. 


Humphrey said the attack, if it 


comes, would take this tack: 


1. A motion to adopt new rules. 
2. An apepal from the presiding 


officer's expected ruling that the 
motion is out of order. 


Humphrey told a reporter he has 


no doubt that the original step it- 
self would provoke a filibuster 
which could last for weeks or 
months, with Southerners using 
their privilege of unlimited speech- 
making to delay a vote until the 
motion is withdrawn.

new administration should ask Con- 
gress to extend wage-price control 
authority beyond,April 30. 


In another field, Eisenhower last 


night named a 14-man agricultural 
advisory committee to help draft 
the incoming administration's farm 
program 


The committee was appointed by 


Eisenhower after conferences with 
Ezra Taft Benson, secretary of ag- 
riculture-designate, 
and 
it 
will 


work with Benson. The group of 
farm specialists is heade: by W. I 
Myers, dean of the Agriculture 
College at Cornell University. 


The committee Is an interim 


unit which will serve between now 
and inauguration day, Jan 20, and 
perhaps for a while thereafter. It 
probably will be succeeded by a 
bipartisan federal agricultural com- 
mission, which Eisenhower 
said 


during the campaign he would cre- 
ate if elected. 


The President-elect was return- 


ing to his Commodore Hotel office 
today for the first time since last 
Wednesday, when the headquar- 
ters was closed for the Christmas 
weekend. 


Only two visitors were on the 


calling list today—Boston banker 
Robert Cutler, who served as an 
adviser during the campaign, and 
Paul G. Hoffman, former chief of 
the Marshall Plan foreign aid pro- 
gram in th6 Truman administra- 
tion and now head of the Ford 
Foundation. Hoffman also was an 
adviser to Eisenhower during the 
campaign. 


Hoffman said after a recent con- 


ference with Eisenhower that for 
personal reasons he was not in the 
market for a job in the new ad- 
ministration. Cutler called on the 
general last week and said "we 
didn't talk about that—yet" when 
asked by newsmen whether he 
would take a government job. 


The problem of what to do about 


wage-price congrols is regarded 
by Eisenhower associates as one 
of the knottiest confronting him. 


The present wage-price control 


law expires April 30. 


Eisenhower's position during the 


campaign was that he wanted to 
see wage-price curbs junked as 
soon as feasible.

In New Year 


Sawyer Warns 1955 
Shapes Up As Key 
Test For Economy 


WASHINGTON UP1 — Secretary of 


Commerce Sawyer and a team of 
government and private econo- 
mists predict good business in the 
new year, a possible downturn in 
.954 and a sharp economic test 
n 1955. 


The economy has strong built-in 


safeguards against a depression 
n the coming years, Sawyer said, 
expressing the view that the chief 
jenl, as defense' spending slacks 
off, is fear and uncertainty, not 
economic weakness. 


"The situation is sound," Saw- 


yer said in a personal preface 
to the 80,000-word report on "Mark- 
ets after the Defense Expansion." 


The report, made public last 


night, was prepared as a guide to 
business conditions in the 
final 


stages of the defense buildup and 
after spending for military pur- 
poses turns down. The crucial 
year will be 1955, it said. 


It predicted defense spending will 


reach a peak of 55 to 60 billion 
dollars late in 1953, will run at 
peak levels through 1954 and will 
fall off in 1955 to 50 to 55 billions. 
Defense expenditures would then 
go on down toward a more or less 
permanent level somewhere 
be- 


tween 40 and 50 billion dollars a 
year, it said. 


Meanwhile, it said, spendable in- 


come may go up 7 per cent. 


The report was written by the 


Commerce Department's Office of 
Business Economics after a six- 
month study in which other govern- 
ment agencies and the Committee 
for Economic Development (CED) 
co-operated. 


The report said businessmen plan 


expenditures in 1953, 1954 and 1955 
for new plant and equipment close 
to this year's record level of near- 
ly 27 billion dollars. 


The report cited this—plus con- 


tinued population growth, unfilled 
needs for schools, hospitals and 
highway building, modernization 
and replacement, possible tax re- 
ductions, sizable individual sav- 
ings, and social security benefits— 
as major offsetting factors to 
slackened defense spending and 
any tendency toward recession. 


But the report came up with the 


conclusion that bigger production 
and purchasing power are the keys 
to locking out depression. 


The survey assumed internation 


al conditions and U. S military 
goals in the next three 
years 


would not appreciably change. 


Because the economy is now 


more or less keeping pace with 
both civilian and military require- 
ments, the report said, there wil 
be neither a backlog of demand 
nor a letdown in 1955.

hit 21 U. S. Navy ships off Korea! 
in 1952, the Navy said today in a 
year-end report. Sixteen officers I

and

wounded by the Red attacks. 


The only ship lost during the 


year was the tug Sarsi, which hit 
a mine in August, Two crew mem- 
bers were killed, three are missing 
and four were wounded. 


The Navy said its planes and 


warships maintained an "absolute 
blockade of the enemy coastline" 
while 
hammering 
Red targets 


along the coast and far inland. 


In August and September, the 


Navy launched its first guided mis- 


siles fired against North Korean 
targets. The pilotless planes were 
escorted to the target by "mother" 
planes from U. S. aircraft carriers. 


The year-end summary noted 


these two developments 
in the 


spring of 1952: The full force of 
Communist anti-aircraft fire was 
felt for the first time, and the wide 
use of helicopters in evacuating 
wounded Allied soldiers from the 
front to hospital ships was started. 


Listed as destroyed by Navy 


planes and warships during the 
year were 13,425 Communist buUd- 
ings, 943 bridges, 24 factories, 771 
gun positions, 1,915 sampans and 
other small craft, 344 machine-gun 
and mortar positions, 15 tanks, 35 
ammunition dumps and 592 ware- 
houses.

Jack Frost is now getting busy 


painting ferns and forests on win- 
dows across the country. In places 
where it isn't cold enough for him 
to finish his artistry, he manages 
to fog up our windows and spill 
water in puddles. 


All of this is enjoyed by the 


youngsters and their fingertips. 
But it worries the oldster, whose 
letters show how serious it all can 
be. 


"We've just moved into a house 


four years old," writes Mrs. G. H. 
of Tacoma, Wash., "and we find 
the windows steam up to such an 
extent the frames are rotting and 
the plaster is being ruined. Plaster 
behind the beds and in the closets 
mildews quite badly. The mop 
boards will have to be replaced." 


R G. of Detroit writes: "I have 


an old house and in winter the 
walls and windows sweat. Would 
a vapor barrier prevent this?" 


J. R E. of Florence, S. C., and 


Mrs. 
D. E. W of Findlay, O, are 


among many others wanting to 
know more about vapor barriers 
"It is impossible to keep paint on 
my house," Mrs. D. E. W. says. 


B. P. H. of Fairfax, Va. has 


"a large amount of moisture col- 
lecting on the rafters and under- 
side of the roof" And Mrs. D. E. B. 
of Hoquiam. Wash., has windows 
sweating so badly "it rums the win- 
dow sills and drapes. It seems to 
be worse at night or early morn- 
ing. When we get up the windows 
,ire all wet. except the thermo- 
pane. Our house is one year old." 


To be blunt, it's a good thing 


these readers can see the moisture 
on their windows, walls and rafters 


If they couldn't see it, much 


more serious damage might be 
done before remedial steps could 
be taken. An engineer, well quali- 
fied on this subject, said we ought 
to regard these windows as built- 
in barometers—they show us how 
much humidity we have in our 
homes and exactly how much ven- 
tilation is needed. 


Frost or dew on n window pane, 


this expert says, indicates s rela- 
tive humidity which should be cor- 
rected quickly. 


He is Frank E. Parsons, engi- 


neer for the National Mineral Wool 
Association. His organization hai 
been working with several colleger 
and research bodies to explore 
causes and corrections of excess 
moisture in homes. 


"Moisture control is important 


to even- home." Parsons says. "It 
ij a simple process—just a matter 
of watchfulness and easy-to-tak« 
precautions " 


Vapor barrier-? n e v e r would 


have been needed if the air in 
houses could have b«en kept as 
dry as the air outdoors. These bar- 
riers usually take the form of un- 
broken sheets of aluminum foil be- 
tween the plaster and any insula- 
tion in the walls. However. » tight 
coat of paint on the walls, or under 
wallpaper, also can be an effective 
, vapor barrier. 


Both of these measures prevent 


moisture from condensing on cold 
surface-; in the walls. 


The safest procedure is to keep 


as much moisture as you can out 
of the air in your house. 


Since storm sash usually will pre- 


vent windows from fogging and 
thereby deprive you of fair warn- 
ing, it's a good idea to open an 
inside window to see if the storm 
pane mists over. If condensation 
occurs, reooiiimended limits of hu- 
midity are being exceeded. 


Three steps to prevent excessive 


humidity are to eliminate, isolate 
and ventilate 


Elimination menus to get rid of 


moisture at its source. Use venti- 
lating fans in kitchens, laundries 
and baths. 


Isolation means confining mois- 


ture to 
prevent 
its circulation 


through the house. 


Ventilation, perhaps the most 


basic, moans to let the m o i s t 
air escape out of doors and be 
replaced by drier fresh air. This 
jdoesn't take long and your heat 
loss will be negligible.

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Here's Key 
To Wall Studs 


Bouncing Ball Will 
Find Desired Spot 


Whenever there is a heavy mir- 


ror to h a n g or a large picture 
frame to be fastened to the wall, 
it is essential that the studs behind 
the plaster be located. 


Most homeowners have had the' 


experience of thumping the wall 
with a hammer or driving a thin 
nail through the plaster in an ef- 
fort to find a solid anchorage for 
the hangers. In many cases this 
"sounding" process has been 
a 


failure because it is pure guess- 
work. In other cases the house- 
holder has thought that he had the 
right spot, only to have the hang- 
er or nail tear out of the plaster 
and let the mirror or frame come 
crashing to the floor. 


Now there is an absolutely pos- 


itive way of finding the studs. It 
is another clever Yankee invention 
known as a Dowser Ball. This gad- 
get consists of a plastic tube con- 
taining two steel balls, one small- 
er than the other. 


One end of the tube has a tri- 


angular flange on which there is a 
small knob. This flange is set firm- 
ly against the wall and held there 
by pressing the other end of the 
tube with the thumb of your left 
hand. With the ball of your right 
hand you give the wall alongside 
the tube a firm thump. 


If the tube is directly over a 


stud, the two balls remain closely 
together. If there is not a stud be- 
hind t h e tube, the balls jump 
apart. 


With this device ygu can sound 


over an entire wall and locate ev- 
ery stud or wall beam behind the 
plaster. 


There is no guesswork about this 


device, s i n c e it is based on the 
solid principle that there is a cer- 
tain amount of bounce or resilency 
in the walls of any frame house 
except where the studs are locat- 
ed. 


This invention has proved a boon 


to building inspectors and others 
whose business it is to examine 
houses.

Weather Strip 
Helps Garage 


Attached Structure 
May Chill House 


One of the nice things about an 


attached garage is t h e fact that 
you can get into and out of your 
car without being exposed to the 
bad weather. 


Another benefit is that the car 


is protected from the elements, the 
paint is saved and the car is easy 
to start. All of this means a lot 
to the average homeowner. 


While t h e attached garage is 


such a convenience, it is usually 
not heated and as a result it does 
have a chilling effect on the house 
to which it is attached. 


The cause of this is simply that 


the door or doors are a loose fit 
in the wall and allow any heat ab- 
sorbed from the house to escape 
into the outdoors. 


If you look carefully, you will 


see fiiat the main points at which 
there is a large gap between door 
and garage wall or floor is at the 
bottom and top of the door. 


It is through these spots that 


heat escapes and cold enters. A 
recent experiment shows that the 
use of a r o u n d rubber weather 
stripping reduces the heat loss by 
75 per cent. 


This type of weather strip con- 


sists of a round rubber tube hav- 
ing a wire-reenforced flange and 
selling for about eight or nine cents 
a foot. 


The strip is installed by nailing

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No 'Little Merchant' System 
Newsboy Plan Seen Doomed In Britain 


By ROBERT F. S. JONES 


LONDON UP) — In Britain most 


boys think it is beneath their dig- 
nity to earn a few coppers by 
delivering newspapers. 


And it looks like things are go- 


Ing to ttay that way, despite a 
plea by 17 British newsmen that 
the American system of "little 
merchant" newsboys might be an 
Idea worth trying. 


The suggestion came from 
a 


group representing British news- 
papers of all sues outside London. 
After visiting American newspa- 
pers under the auspices of the 
Anglo - American Productivity 
Council, the group reported: 


The "little merchant" system 


"can be a worthy and healthy ef- 
fort 
(which) need not interfere 


with education and can instill in 


"They might be able to collect 


papers direct from publishers in 
the case of local newspapers, but 
they wouldn't get very fat on the 
profits from that." 


A quick denial that the sugges- 


jtion was intended to cut out the 
news agent came from William 
Ridd, secretary of the Newspaper 
newspapers outside London. 


Ridd, a member of the group 


that visited the U. S., explained 
the "little merchant" recommen- 
dation was made primarily to get 
parents and education authorities 
to change their views on the em- 
ployment of boys in newspaper 
rounds 


He suggested the "little mer- 


chant" idea could be put into prac- 
tice by news agents themselves,

azine "National News Agents": 


"Public opinion still regards this 


part-time occupation as something 
beneath dignity detrimental to a 
boy's physical and mental develop- 
ment and well-being.

Despite Ridd's appeal, education 


authorities probably would step in 
with a veto if the "little merchant" 
idea showed signs of being taken 
seriously. 


Newspaper rounds are frowned 


upon by these authorities as a re- 
grettable necessity to be kept with- 
in strict limits. In general, they 
have banned it for boys under 12 
and for hours earlier than seven 
in the morning. Some of the higher 
class schools forbid it entirely.

of newspapers in Britain is com 
plicated because well over 50 pe 
cent of papers read are "nationa 
dailies" published in London anc 
printed here or in large centers 
in the north. 


The papers arrive at distribu 


tion centers by train, where thej

In five years or less, a large 


central atomic plant could be built, 
generating energy by the millions 
of kilowatts instead of thousands, 
and also turning out plutonium for 
atom bomb. 


But today there are no plans to 


construct either. 


Industry is not ready to risk mil- 


lions of dollars of stockholders' 
money in experimental plants that 
hold little promise of profits for 
many years. The Atomic Energy 
Commission is not yet ready to 
divert the money or resources 
from defense. 


These proposals and others, how- 


ever, are almost certain to be 
heard early in the new year be- 
fore the joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy. Rep. 
Carl T. Durham <D-NC), outgoing 
chairman, has announced he will 
ask for hearings quickly on indus- 
trial participation in the atomic 
program, now a government mon- 
opoly. 


It may require anywhere from 


10 to 50 years, according to expert 
estimates compiled in a report t'riis 
month by the congressional com- 
mittee, before atomic - generated 
electric power can be made cheap- 
ly enough to compete with energy 
from coal, oil or water power. 


To shorten the time, officials and 


industry experts agree, it probably 
will be necessary to gain exper- 
ience from the erection and opera- 
tion of experimental plants and 
prototype reactors. They estimated 
the cost at five million dollars or 
more for the little "package" pow- 
er plant and 60 to 80 million dol- 
lars for the large plant that would 
turn out both power and plutonium. 


Pressure is building up on Con- 


Kress and the AEC to break the 
ice—to work out some kind of 
industry - government partnership 
which will enlist the driving force 
of private competition in atomic 
development. The idea of a per- 
petual government monopoly is not 
accepted by AEC, Congress, or in- 
dustry. 


The AEC is writing a report on 


its views for the proposed congres- 
sional hearings. It also created this 
fall an office of industrial develop- 
ment, with orders to plan for a 
day when "industrj7 will carry on 
its own a substantial part of the 
national-atomic program." 


A former AEC commissioner, T. 


Keith Glennan, president of Cleve- 
land's Cnse Institute of Techno- 
logy, urged chemical manufactur- 
ers a few days ago to help set 
up an association of companies in 
all fields related to nuclear fission. 
This group could put forth indus- 
try's views at the important con- 
gressional hearings, Glennan said. 


The immediate objectives are 


limited. Real-life prospects do not 
indicate early fulfillment of any 
dreams of autos which operate for 
their lifetime on one atomic pill, or 
cities which are fueled, lighted and 
heated by an atomic storage bat- 
tery. 


Where cost counts little, as in I 


matters of national security, won- 
ders are possible. An atomic sub- 
marine is on the way and an atom-' 
Ic warplane may be in the air 
within a decade. These could lead 
to atom-powered ocean liners, air 
transports and even locomotives. 


But atomic reactors are bulky 


and costly. 


They present enormous prob- 


lems in the conversion of heat to 
power and in disposal of radio- 
active waste; they must be walled 
behind six feet of concrete or the 
equivalent.

To Cost About The Same 


NEW YORK Iff)—What will it cost| 


a couple to go to a hotel or nipht, 
club and there don paper caps and, 
blow horns and yell "Hap-py new 
year" at the stroke of midnight? 


In terms of money It will be jusl 


about the same as last year from 
coast to coast. 


Speaking of advertised prices 


only, here are a few from the na- 
tion's larger cities: 


New York—Minimum checks oi 


$27.50 a person in a Jew of the 
best-known night clubs are the top. 
Such hotels as the Waldorf-Astoria 
and Plaza are charging $20 mini- 
mums per person. Plenty of others 
are charging lower prices. There 
nlso are about 1,500 bars in the city 
where you can walk in, buy one 
drink and yell "Hap-py new year!" 
at midnight if you're determined to 
do it. 


Greater Miami area—A dozen or 


more beach hotels now have supper 
clubs and are reported offering 
keen competition to night clubs. In 
the latter, prices will range from 
$12.50 to $25 per person. One big 
hotel is charging $20 a head. Night 
clubs and hotel supper rooms re- 
port heavier bookings than last 
year, with prices about the same 
or a little less. 


Kansas City — From $6,50 to 


$12.50 a person for a seven-course 
dinner, favors and entertainment. 
Drinks are extra. 


Chicago—From $6.10 to $15.56 at 


principal night clubs and hotels for 
dinner, dancing, entertainment, fa- 
vors and noisemakers. 


Boston—$10 to $12 apiece for the 


works—except liquor. 


New Orleans—Like New York, a 


big range here — $2 to $20. Bui 
for $20 they give you a highball 
and a pint of champagne with din- 
ner and entertainment. A f t e r 
you've consumed those, you're on 
your own. 


San Francisco — From $12.50 a 


person down, with liquor extra. 


Dallas — From $15 down. No

THOUR highly-trained Doberman pin- 
*- schers make the rounds of a New 
York department store every night after 
closing time. They are the store's new 
"night patrolmen"—alert for intruders, 
smoke, escaping steam, running water or 
anything else irregular. The dogs are ac- 
companied by guards as they patrol the 
more than 2,000,000 square feet of space 
from the sub-sub-basement to the twen- 
tieth floor *>f the vast Macy store. 


At certain designated areas on each 


floor, the dogs are unleashed and told to 
"search." Should the dogs come upon 
anything suspicious they bark a warning, 
bringing a store policeman. If the object 
of a dog's suspicion is an intruder, the 


Doberman will "watch" his man. So long 
as the cornered invader remains still, the 
dog won't act, attacking only if the un- 
invited, non-paying "customer" attempts 
to escape. 


The department store is believed to be 


the first in the east to use dogs as night 
watchmen. Protection Manager Francis 
Fay tried several other types of dogs be- 
fore settling on the short-haired Dober- 
mans, which can work in stuffy areas 
without tiring qiiickly. 


Dogs received initial training at Canine 


college in Connecticut, where they were 
taught basic commands of "search," 
"jump," "heel," "get him" and other or- 
ders a guard dog must obey implicitly. 


CHAINED to stanchion overnight in department where thefts have been report- 
ed, a guard dog barks when anyone approaches; Microphone relays sound. 
THE COMMAND "get him" sends a Dpberman at a trainer, who protects him- 
self with a padded sleeve. In a fight, the dog won't give up unless he is killed. 


CONSTANT TRAINING on the roof keeps dogs fit for their job. They are taught 
to follow intruders up and down stairways in case they attempt to escape. 


NAILS ARE clipped to prevent dogs from making scratching noises of warning 
on floors. Dobermans get their ears washed, eyes bathed and paws inspected.

Sawyer's Swan Song 


The ^piystery isn't what has corne over 


Ohio's Charles Sawyer to make him renounce 
the party line of the creeping socialists but 
what made him hew to the line as secretary 
of commerce in the Truman cabinet. 


The first verse to his swan song as a Fair 


Dealer was to blast the overstating and all- 
around incompetence -of the Mutual Security 
Agency. This is Averell Harriman's outfit, 
shortly to be turned over to Harold Stassen. 
So much for knuckle-headedness in foreign 
aid. 


Then, in a letter acknowledging a report on 


antitrust legislation by the Business Advisory 
Council of the Department of Commerce, Mr. 
Sawyer hit a sour note for all the Fair 
Dealers, the New Dealers who preceded them 
and the Raw Dealers waiting to close in for 
the kill. 


He declared in his official capacity as sec- 


retary of commerce what has been evident 
ever since the Department of Commerce was 
turned over to such eminent friends of enter- 
prise as Harry L. Hopkins and Henry A. 
Wallace. 


Business, Secretary 
Sawyer c o n c e d e d , 


had been kicked around by a government 
which had unsympathetic motives. The De- 
partment of Justice had persecuted it with 
antitrust actions based on prejudice against 
bigness in business enterprise. 


The net effect of letting business be man- 


handled by government was to damn a busi- 
nessman if he did and to damn him if he didn't. 
Whatever he did was wrong. He had a Hob- 
son's choice between bankruptcy and prosecu- 
tion. 


This atmosphere will be changed under an 


administration which has renounced socialism 
as a proper goal for an American political 
party. 


It no longer will bo the aim of Washington 


to destroy what it cannot control, in the hope 
of picking up the pieces for a new structure 
of statism. 


No longer will the Department of Commerce 


and other federal departments and agencies 
be staffed with enemies of the free-enterprise 
system, subsidized on the federal payroll to 
undermine and overthrow the society which 
protected their right to attack it. 


No one ever doubted that Charles Sawyer 


thought of himself as a defender of free enter- 
prise in the camp of the enemy — and on 
occasion he sang out an alarm. But if he 
keeps singing the way he has been singing 
the last few days, he will be the only mem- 
ber of the Truman cabinet whose name will 
be remembered longer than a stutterer can 
say, "Dean Acheson." 


Something New In Washington 


Never has an incoming government been 


shaped up so clearly before taking office as 
the Eisenhower administration is in those wan- 
ing days of 1952. 


It has not only the strong character imparted 


to it by the men who will fill its policy- 
making positions, but these men are giving it 
character by statements of intent. 


Dwight Eisenhower, who has the highest facil- 


ity of thought and expression of any president 
since Woodrow Wilson, has taken leadership in 
•the restoration of c o n f i d e nee in federal 
authority. 


Those who scoffed during the presidential 


campaign when the man who had led a "cru- 
sade" in Europe said he was leading a cru- 
sade in America are not scoffing any more. He 
meant it. 


'T. is my conviction," he told tlic annual 


meoting of the Freedoms Foundation, "that the 
great struggle of our times is one of spirit. It 
is a struggle for the hearts and souls of men 
not merely for property, or even merely for 
power. It is a contest for the beliefs, the con- 
victions, the very innermost soul of the human 
being." 


The President-elect then added — a,nd this 


should be marked well — that "if we arc going 
to win this fight we must go back to the 
fundamentals." The ideological war must be 
won at home before it can be won abroad. 


In plainer words, Americans must practice 


what they preach. 


There will be no sympathy in Washington 


after Jan. 20 for government administrators 
who preach about saving freedom but practice 
its destruction.

Our Strength Lies In Our Productive Capacity 


When it comes to manpower, the 


United States is a weak country, 
possessing only 156,000,000 persons, 
compared with about 800,000,000 in 


t h e S o v i e t 
world and 362,-

Georee SoUnlsky nately for us, 


our real power lies in the over- 
whelming productive capacity of 
our people, That productive capaci- 
ty, which includes an unbelieva- 
ble ingenuity in analyzing and solv- 
ing what seem to be insurmounta- 
ble problems, iij two wars proved 
our ability to provide means and 
devices to achieve victory. Our pro- 
ductive management has done bet- 
ter than our statesmen, who lost 
in the negotiations. 


FREDERICK 
C. MILLS, in a 


brilliant analysis of this situation 
published by the National Bureau 
of Economic Research, makes an 
extremely telling point: 


"Over the last half century the 


real national product of the United 
States increased fivefold, while pop- 
ulation doubled. Output per capita 
of the population increased two 
and one-half times. Here, was the 
basis of a substantial advance in 
economic power and in levels of 
consumption. 


"Over this same period the to- 


tal volume of human effort going 
into production (measured by man- 
hours of labor input) increased by 
80 per cent. The great gain in to- 
tal output was won with an in- 
crease in labor input well below 
the increase in population. Here is 
evidence of a gain in welfare in 
another dimension — a saving of 
effort and a lightening of the toil 
by which the material needs of 
life are satisfied. 


"The major instrument used in 


the winning of these dual gains 
was enhanced productivity." 


No slave labor was employed to 


achieve this stupendous result. In 
fact, wages increased, hours were 
shortened, working conditions im- 
proved. 


The actual standards of life were 


raised to what 50 years ago seem- 
ed unbelievable levels. The ma- 
chine took up the load of the in- 
crease. And the machine is the 
product of the human mind, an in- 
strument designed to free man 
from the limitations of his own 
physical strength and functions. 


THE PROPER utilization of the 


machine and the adjustment of 
manpower to it require scientific 


management which eliminates, to 
an increasing degree, guesswork 
and estimates. 


Scientific 
management 
applies 


not onlv the principles of engineer- 
ing to industry, but it probes into 
all the natural sciences to achieve 
its ends. Without it, atomic fission 
would have been impossible and 
the bomb could never have been 
made. 


This instrument is the product of 


several thousand industrial enter- 
prises synchronizing their plants 
and know-hows on a single prob- 
lem This opera tion,* more than any 
other, proved the industrial capac- 
ity of this country because it was 
an exploration into the unknown. 


Our 
most 
pressing 
industrial 


problems at this moment are war 
and the preparation for war. This 
is ordinarily a wasteful, hit-and- 
miss business, because in war two 
targets stand before management 
—the quickest defeat of the ene- 
my: the utilization of mechanical 
devices with a view to minimizing 
the loss of human life. 


Therefore, if a better tank can 


be made, production is stopped; 
the new product is blueprinted, ma- 
chinery tooled and made. It is a 
frightfully expensive operation. 


In private enterprise, the new 


designs might wait a long time for 
market availability, which is a 
thrifty attitude. Yet, the apparent 
extravagance of the military meth- 
od is justified by the two targets 
already referred to, namely, vic- 
tory and lessened loss of life. 


HOWEVER, THE direct applica- 


tion of scientific management to 
this problem, at the very top, ma\ 
achieve unexpectedly favorable re 
suits. 


No secretary of defense hereto- 


fore has been from management 
Forrestal and Lovett were bank 
ers; Johnson was a lawyer; Mar 
shall was a soldier, Charles E. Wil- 
son is directly out of managemen! 
in the largest industrial enterprise 
in America. 


His training in scientific man- 


agement can make all the differ- 
ence, if he is not bogged down in 
politics. He can apply the proved 
rules of scientific management to 
the national defense. 


And he will have unusual support. 


George M. Humphrey, the prospec- 
tive secretary of the treasury;; Ro- 
tive secretary of the treasury; Rog- 
er M. Kyes, deputy secretary of 
defense, and Robert Ten Broeck 
Stevens, secretary of the Army, 
come out of scientific management 
and their point of view will be the 
same as C. E. Wilson's in relation- 
ship to this problem. 


A nation that has to look to pro- 


duction for national security needs 
to emphasize the importance of sci- 
entific management in itsi govern- 
ment.

theories.

Rufus Tucker, economist for Gen- 


eral Motors Corporation, in a de- 
lightful article on "Symbolism in 
Economics," has this to say of 
"k": 


"This is supposed to represent 


the relation between increases in 
consumption and concomitant in- 
creases in investment as national 
income increases; and the conclu- 
sion is drawn that by increasing 
investment by a certain amount the 
national income can be increased 
by "k" times that amount. This 
reasoning overlooks the proved and 
obvious fact that the relation be- 
tween consumption and investment 
is not a fixed factor deriving from 
inherent and immutable character- 
istic of human nature or organized 
society; it has varied enormously 
over the years and from place to 
place." 


Tucker makes 
this profoundly 


important comment about the per- 
version of economic symbols by 
politics. He says that while "k" 
may be an interesting toy for stu- 
dents of pure theory, it is a dan- 
gerous instrument for guiding na- 
tional policy. 


To apply a hackneyed expres- 


sion, economists should be "on tap, 
not on top."
